THE SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

The denial of the report that Norman B. Mack 
Of Buffalo, chairman of the National Democratic 
Committee has selected William Joel Stone as 
the choice of Missouri Democrats for next Sena- 
tor seems logical. The foundation of the impres- 
sion that Mr. Mack had determined the result of 
the senatorial primary is a report in a. Republican 
organ that Mr. Mack was elated over the state- 
ment of ex-Gov. Stephens that he (Stephens) is 
supporting Senator Stone. The report of Mr. 
Mack’s elation at ex-Gov. Stephens’ avowal dis- 
credited the story and indicated a preference for 
Gov. Folk. In Missouri Gov. Stephens’ support of 
a candidate is regarded as a reason for “’epres- 
sion rather than elation. 

If Senator Stone is elated over ex-Gov. Steph- 
ens’ support of his candidacy his opinton of the 
ex-Govefnor has undergone a violent change. We 
refrain from reprinting open letters from Stone 
and Stephetis concerning each other, published 
in the Post-Dispatch. It would be uncharitable. 
Senator Stone’s reply to Mr. Stephens’ assertions 
concerning him would not adorn the pages of a 
self-respecting journal. That opinion precludes 
the possibility of substantial advantage from ex- 


Gov. Stephens’ support. 
But to get back to the main point. If Chairman 


Mack should express a preference for Senator 
Stone he would make a mistake. If he should at- 
tempt to use his official influence as the head 
of the Democratic organization to help Senator 
Stone he would commit a grave blunder. 

In the first place, the senatorial contest has 
no connection with the national campaign. Offi- 
cial outside interferente with it would be a gross

In the second place, Senator Stone, aside from 
his own indefensible record, represents 4 dis- 
credited and defeated faction of the Missouri 
Democracy, whose control of the party brought.

When a man goes about swaggering and boast- 
ing of his power it is a pertinent inquiry whether 
his power is equal to the measure of it which he 
offers. Practically, such a manner is a con- 
fession of incapacity. And when he adds a pis- 
tol to the boast it is evidence amounting to 
proof that he is a rickety weakling whose will 
can »e beaten down by any man of ordinary force 
of,character without any exertion beyon a quiet 
word of warning.

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Department pf Agriculture in the course 
of comment on the new wheat which is said to 
yield 100 to 200 bushels to the acre, reminds the 
farmers of Government work which promises bet- 
ter than this doubtful hope. 

Results at the University of Minnesota ex- 
periment station show that there may be a very 
large gain realized by methods of culti- 
vation learned by experiment. In Minnesota 
where the farmers have followed the Government 
work, the yield last year netted somie $2,000,000 
more than normal, the gain being due to greater 
production ‘under the new ideas. 

The Agricultural Department is doing a most 
beneficial work. It is not political or legal, but 
purely economic in its purpose and activities. In 
the reports sent out the farmer can be sure of 
getting perfectly correct information and hints 
for improving his methods which probably can- 
not be surpassed for practical value by any uni- 
versity in the world. The Department is in fact 
a great agricultural university and it is proving 
its worth évery day in the year.

The mo- 
tives of martyrs and the morals of graft supply 
interest to chapters which lead up to more man- 
slaughter, inspired by magnanimity and explain- 
ed by “altruism.” 
With all this material for literary art, one 
doubt of popularity for Derek North as & “best 
seller” is still expressed. It is said that while the 
book may have @ permanent place, it may have 
“some too late” for present popularity.

Krewer Was Over-Educated. 

J. D. Hill, instructor in languages at 
the University School at Louisville, at 
wuich Krewer was the instructor in 
modern languages, is in Chicago.

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His Popcorn Was Unpoppable. 

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 29.—Popcorn that 
wouldn't pop is the cause of a lawsuit 
for $536.45 against a railroad. William 
B. Weekes alleges that in 1904 he shipped 
a lot of pepcorn from Scotia, Neb., to 
Tacoma, Wash., and upon its arrival 
at the Puget Sound city it was unpop- 
pable. Therefore he wants his money 
back. 
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A corner in hickory stumps is in sight. 
E. C. Sendelbach of East St. Louis 
threatens to buy up all of the stumps 
and make wheels out of them. He has 
a patent on the idea. If Sendelbach’s 
idea is successful he expects to use al! 
of the tree except the sap. 

Heretofore the stumps have been a 
waste and a bother. They stubbornly 
held their ground and were in the way 
when the soil was opened for cultiva- 
tion. Modern methods may put an end 
to the stump nuisance. With the short 
cuts from the stumps Sendelbach says 
he can make as good wheels as are 
made and will do away with the rattle. 
The tires will not have to be set every 
time there is a dry spell, he says. 

Nowadays the rim of an ordinary 
buggy wheel is made from pieces six to 
eight feet in length, requiring ' choice 
cuts of timber. When the spokes be- 
come worn and the rim gets dry and 
loose, it causes the familiar rattle. A 
visit to the blacksmith shop and a te- 
dious wait until the tires are set is 
about the only remedy. 

Process Prevents Rattle, 

By the stump method the rjim will be 
made of short pieces from six to ten 
inches long, fitted into iron flanges at 
the end of each spoke. The iron will 
not dry up or warp, hence there will be 
no rattle. - The--shert cuts will also 
make the wheel much cheaper to man- 
ufacture, it is said, and the longer 
lumber can be used for other purposes. 

Mr. Sendelbach has been in the wheel 
business for 2% years. His wheel plant 
in East St. Louis recently was destroyed 
by fire. The factory for making the 
stump wheels will occupy a four-story 
building upon the old site at Second 
street and Division avenue, East St. 
Louis. He has ordered, an equipment 
of special machinery costing $150,000 for 
sawing the stumps and making the 
wheels. Sawmills he owns in Illinois and 
Arkansas will supply the lumber from 
the stumps he purchased in that terri- 
tory. 

Busy Buying Up Stumps. 

Sendelbach now has representatives in 
Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Eastern States buying stumps by the 
acre. Automatic machinery will be used 
to pull the stumps from the ground. The 
farmer can then plant his crop without 
annoyance from the vexatious stumps. 

The stump cuts can be utilized in mak- 
ing all kinds and sizes of wheels, Sen- 
delbach says. Samples are now being 
made for two St> Louis breweries. and 
the New York fire department, for an 
experiment as to their commercial value.

MACON, Mo., Aug. 29.—Opie Read, 
novelist and lecturer, was asked dur- 
ing his visit here how he differentiat- 
ed character in various sections of the 
country. ! 


“That's a good question,” he said, 
wheeling around from the hotel] desk 
on which he was writing a letter. 
“You gather more from a man of un- 
even temperament than you do from 
one of even temperament. There is 
more real character in a hill country 
than in a level country. The feud was 
born amid the hills, not on the plains. 
An excess of sentiment is the founda- 
tion of the feud. When you broaden 
the feud you have patriotism. The 
man whe fights and dies for his fam- 
lly hag developed into the soldier who 
fights and dies for his country.  Pa- 
triotism is only a broadening of the 
love for the hearthstone. 

“The men of the plains are fol- 
lowers; there are few leaders among 
them. It takes a bigger man on the 
plains to become a leader than it does 
in the hill country. He must be very 
tall to dominate the evenness sur- 
rounding him. 

“The man up the creek is not as 
broad as the man who lives on the 
river. Wnyironment fixes the char- 
acter. The hills and the plains enter 
into the life of man, and as they are 
rough and rugged or broad. and 
smooth so is he. 

Why Missouri Is Sentimental. 

“The reason the people of Missouri 
have more sentiment than those of 
some other Western states is be- 
cause her people came from the hills 
of Kentucky, Virginia and Tennessee. 
The reason there is more character in 
Indiana and Illinois is because Ind!- 
ana was the meeting place of the 
character of the South and Wast. 

“The differance between the Seuthern 
and the Down Past character is, you 


and laugh at the Dewn Past character. 
The humor of the Southerner is mel- 
lower. 

“The Arhansags man belongs te the 
same type as the old tidewater Virgin- 
jan, who was the original humorist in 
America. Acress the Blue Ridge you 
will notice the difference. The South- 
ern humor came out ef the extrava- 
gance of wastefulness of their ways. 
The New Englander had to pinch hard 
to make a living. Therefore, his wit 
was sharp,-short and dry. The South- 
erner was broad, carefree and assurant, 
and his humor was like him. He had 
plenty of time and was not werried 
about the merrew. 

Puritan Bears Work Stain. 

“The Puritan had te work so hard 
to keep from starving that life was 
serious. Eventually self-denial and toil 
brought him wealth, but did not remove 
his gravity. He still seriously pondered 
the problem of adding greater steres in 
his barns. He centributed nothing to 
art, science, letters or music. Under 
Cromwell melody was smothered, the 
drama choked and the statue breken. 

“Out of siavery came & wealth of 
oratery never equaled by the best ora- 
tor of the age of Pericles. Oratory de- 
velops te ita highest charm in an at- 
mosphere of graceful leisure. Men must 
have time to think if they weuld en- 
thrall multitudes with their veice. Ora- 
tory is a social quality. It is the grace- 
ful converse of the drawing reom broad- 
ened, 

“Coming back to the questien ef 
character: There is a diff be- 
tween character in a hill country and 
the character of the mountains. The 
hills stimulate the imagination, but the 
mountains—the extreme—appal it. Their 
very sublimity stagnates theught. They 
stand for supreme achievement, leaving 
nothing undore. The hills, being lower, 
leave something for development. Mis- 
sourt typefies the idea. If yeu people 
are not smart you are not living up 
to yeur natural environment, but from 
what I hear of you, I judge you are.” 

Mr. Read is now working on another 
book.

Lack of Fire and Smoke at 

First Caused Wonder at 
Prostrations. 








The fire department fought ammonia 
for two hours last night at the F. W. 
Brockman Commission building, 817 
North Fourth street, while the crowd in 
the street wondered why firemen were 


being carried out every minute or two 
to be revived. 

Those outside saw no soaring flames. 
It was dark, and out of the windows 
poured sullen smoke, through which the 
muffled yells of firemen came. 

In a blue fog the pale pink fire of the 
lanterns carried by the firs-men could 
be seen flickering. Then would come a 
hoarse shout, and another fireman, bide 
of face and almost asphyxiuvted, would 
be carried out to the street for the doc- 
tors to bring to life again. 

The crowd wondered why more water 
was not poured into the building. In- 
side the firemen were making a most 
desperate fight, but not against fire. 

More Fumes Than Smoke, 

Near the front door a large pipe car- 
rying ammonia had been broken and it 
flooded. the entire building . with its 
deadly fumes. In the cellar, immediately 
bélow the broken pipe, fire was licking 
up @ pilé of chickén copops and light 
wood, filling the building with smoke. 
en Acting Chief Rucker atrived at 
the scene, he saw the danger from the 
&mmania, and ordered his men to go up 
the outside of the building ahd break 
thé windows, to let the smoke | and 
filmes out. 

Those in the street saw the “smoke 
eaters” scrambling up  laddets and 
heard the crash of glass. Then , the 
blue fog of the ammonia poured forth 
into the street and serit the spectators 
Scrambling away. 

Meantime, firemen went inté the 
front door by the score. Soon*they be- 
gan to return, bearing the limp and 
seemingly lifeless forms of their fef- 
lows, whom they laid on the sidewalk, 
while they plunged again intp the 
deadly ammonia, only to’ be carried 
out themselves in a few minutes. 

Ohief Turns Off Pipe. 

Acting Chief Rucker plunged into the 
ammonia-laden air, and suceesded in 
turning off the supply to the broken 
pipe, which was connected With the 
refrigerating plant. 

The fire in the basement, smoldering 
among the broken chicken coops and 
other wood near the boilers, produced 
a dense smoke. This, 
the ammonia, knocked men down al- 
most as fast as they could approach 
it. 

Cornelius @'Donnell, a pipeman of 
No. 2 Engine Company, .almost lost 
his lMfe in the cellar. He wag over- 
come by the smoke and ammonia, 
and fell in 18 inches of water. . 

One of his comrades stumbled upon 
him and carried him to the open air, 
where he was revived. He insisted 
upon going back to his work in the 
cellar, where men were toppling over 
every minute. 

Men Return to Task. 

Others’ who were overcome by the 
fumes and had to be carried out, but 
who returned to their work, were Tom 
Allen pipeman, No. 18 engine: Frank 
Von Tilzer, No. 2 Tower; Herman Juelg, 
captain No, 4], and Joha Van ‘Tilbers, 
pipeman, No. 41, 

Pipeman Ed Smith of ngine No. 18 
fell through the glass roof of the séreen 
over the sidewalk 18 feet to the sidewalk 
while he was breaking the wingows” on 
the second floor.

Missing Planet Aethra Was Hidden By peal] 
Veil Forméd as the Astral Kiss Started 
the Celestial Wooing. |

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—The 
planet Aethra, the only part of the solar 
system ever lost, hes been located again 
by astronomers of the University of 
California, who have found also a most 


a honeymoon spent somewhere in star 
land. 
Aethra is one of the asteroids, that 
peculiar group of planets that lies be- 
tween the orbits of Mars and Jupiter. 
These planets are small, but there is 
a school of astronomers who watch 
their movements so closely that once 
one is found it usually is kept in sight 
and its orbit definitely plotted. 
Aethra’s presence in the heavens bad 
searcely been substantiated when it 
faded from view. Astronomers tried in 
vain for 35 years to pick it up again. 

Now a new Aethra has been found. 
The old nianet was about the size of a 
Dakota wheat farm, having a diameter 
of 24 miles. The new is several times 
as large, and the only explanation that 
astronomers have been able to make is 
that the planet has found an affinity 
in the course of its wanderings. When 
this celestial wedding’ occurred is not 
known. 

Wooing Was Primeval, 

Here is what F. H. Blighton, astron- 
omer of the San Anselm Observatory, 
believes happened to Aethra: 

Not Yong after the planet was dis- 
covered, it met a smaller body in the 
celestial space. This meeting was ic- 
cidental. The orbits of the two bodics 
happened to intersect, much as two of 
Emerson’s human circles.

SEALED VERDICT 


Outcome of Church’Trial on 
Woman’s Charges to Be 
- Announced Monday. 











CONSPIRACY IS. DEFENSE 





Clerical Attorneys for Minister 
Plead That Whisky Inter- 
ests Inspired Accusation. 


From a Post-Dispatch Stam Corre- 
spondent. 


HANNIBAL, Mo.,,Aug. 2.—Although 
the Rev. Clyde W. Gow khows the éc- 
Clesiastical jury which tried him Fe- 
turned a verdict after little more than 
an howur’s deliberation, he will not learn 
until Morday whether he has been ex- 
pelled from the church or acquitted of 
responsibility for the death of Miss Liz- 
zie Gleason. 

The verdict is sealed and each member 
of the jury is under a solemn pledge 
to the Rév. Dr. Cooper, the fcreman, 
that he wil! not reveal its contents un- 
til Monday morning, when it wil’ be pre- 
sented to the conference of the Metho- 
dist Church. South. , 

The verdict was delivered to Bishop 
Morrison tonight. The cease went to 
the jury at 4:15 p. m. and the jury 
afinounced at 5:30 that it was ready to 
report. 

The submiission of the ¢asé followed 
immediately after the jury had heard’ 
addresses by the Rev..Dr. Anderson for 
the prosecution and the Rev. Drs. Mum- 
power and Wheeler for the’ defense. 
They summed up the eviderce. The min- 
isters pleading for acquittal, declared 
the Rev. Mr. Gow was the victim of a 
persecution at the hands of the whisky 
element and that there was not one iota 
of real evidence against him. 

Defense Makes Four Points. . 

The defense is relying for acquittal 
on four points. One is that the whisky 
é€lement is against the Rev. Mr. Gow. 
Another ts that there are sérious dis- 
crepancies in the statements of Mrs. 
Gleason, mother of the girl with whom 
the Rev. Mr. Gow is accused of wrong- 
doing. 
The third is that they believe they 
have broken the weight of the testimony 
of Dr. J. W. Bailey, who testified the 
girl died from the results of an un- 
lawtul operation. The fourth is that 
Dr. W. H. Hemphill, accused of per- 
forming an unlawful operation, testi- 
‘fied there was no occasjon for such an 
operation. Dr. Hemphill’s statement 
was borne out by other witnesses. 
| The charge that the whisky element 
Was taking a hand against the Rev. Mr. 
Gow is not substantiated by evidence, 
but it was presented by the Rev. Dr. 
Wheeler, ministerial attorney for the 
Rev. Mr. Gow, in argument. 
He charged that the fight made by 
the accused minister against saloons 
and liquor selling had antagonized that 
element and that it had taken a part 
in the dissemination of charges against 
him. 

Mother’s Statement Attacked, 
The defense in its evidence made a 
vigorous attack on the statement of 
Mrs. Gleason that her daughter had 
said her sickness, which resulted ig her 
death, was caused by an unlawful oper- 
ation performed by Dr. Hemphill at 
the instigation of the Rev. Mr Gow. 
Several weeks ago the defense took 
the deposition of Mrs. Gleason. At that 
time she stated her daughter had told 
her that the Rev. Mt. Gow was guilty 
and that the offense had occurred Deé., 
18. 

In the trial just ended the defense in- 
troduced much testimony to prove an 
alibi. Several witnésses testified that it 
was impossible for the mistister to have 
been with Miss Gleason Dee. 18, as she 
was not in Elsberry on that date, where- 
as the accuséd minister was there and 
attended prayer meéting. 

After the efforts to prove this alibi, 
the prosecution placed on the stand the 
Rev. Dr. Ransford, présiding elder of 
the St. Charles district. He testified 
Mrs. Gleason told hfm tliat she had 
never stated the date was Dec. 18, and 
that her daughter had not told her the 
date. 

The ministers representing the de- 
fense insisted in their arguments that 
the discrepancies in Mrs. Gleason's 
statements argued that the whole of it 
should be rejected. They also declared 
that the girl had been given whisky be- 
fore she made any kind of a statement 
to her mother. 

Prosecution’s Physician Attacked. 
One of the hardest fights made by the 
defense was to disctedit the testimony 
of Dr. J. W. Bailey of Elsberry, only 
physician who testified that the pert- 
tonitis which caused Miss Gleason's 
death had followed an uhlawful opera- 
tion. 

Character witnesses were introduced 
against Dr. Bailey, The prosecution fol- 
lowed these with additional witnesses 
to prove his good reputation. 

Dr. Hemphill, the leading witness for 
the defense, testified that he did not 
perform an unlawful operation.

WHO DIED SAVING 
OTHERS 1 FOND 


While Fatal Flood Swirled 
About Her, She Phoned 
Warning to Town. 


THEN WAS SWEPT AWAY 








Headpiece of Instrument Still 
in Place Shows Height 
of Bravery.

TRINIDAD, Colo., Aug. 29.—Half bur- 


fed in’ sand 12 miles below the scere 
of her bravery and sacrifice, searchers 
today found the body of Mrs. 8S. J. 
Rooke, heroine of the Cimarron River 


fiood at Folsom, N. M. She stayed at 
her post as telephone operator, sending 
messages of warning through the night 
to the residents of the village until the 
waters struck her little building and 
swept ber to death. Her heroism saved 
all but 18 of the 2500 villagers from the 
flood. 

Her telephone gear still fast to her 
head bore mute evidence to the finders 
of her body that she was still sending 
messages of warning when the waters 
from the cloudburst swirled about her 
and carried her with it, whirling down 
the canyon. 

Near where the body was found were 
remnants of the little telephone ex- 
change in which, by a single dim light 
in the intense darkness of the storm 
that burst like a cloud over ‘the Cim- 
arron River, she gatve her life that oth- 
ers might be saved. 

More than forty persons have told of 
her waking them by telephone calls 
and warning them of the impending 
danger. It is not known how many 
more she saved, as only 13 bodies have 
been found and only five other persons 
are reported missing. 

It is conceded that the fatalities would 
bave been many times what they were 
but for the splendid self-sacrifice of Mrs, 
Rooke. : 

Alone When Flood Came. 

She was alone at her work as night 
telephone operator when a cloudburst 
transformed the Cimarron River Thurs- 
day night into a turbulent flood 13 feet 
deep, a mile wide and stretching far 
beyond the river banks. Folsom stands 
in the canyon, which is the river's bed. 

About 11 p. m. someone above Fol- 
som telephoned a warning to Mrs. 
Rooke. The exchange was upon the up- 
river side of town and was one of the 
first buildings in the patch of the ad- 
vancing flood. Mrs. Rooke was warned 
that the waters would be upon her in 
less than an hour. Her informant 
urged her to escape while there was

Most of them were asleep, ignorant of 
the cataclysm surging toward them. Un- 
less they had quick warning they would 
perish.

Girl of 14, Leading Horse and 
Carrying Pouches, Swims 
Raging Stream. 





MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 29.—As a re- 
sult of acts of heroism which have 
seldom been equaled, two Hattiesburg 
girls, Misses Julia Bolton and Etta Bol- 
ton, are in a fair way to secure Car- 
negie hero medals. 

Miss Julia Bolton rescued a drowning 
girl companion at the risk of her own 
life. 

Miss Etta Bolton, pitched into a 
swollen stream by the breaking of a 
bridge over “which she was driving, 
saved her life by swimming to shore, 
but realized that the mail which she 
was carrying would be destroyed, she 
jumped back into the rushing water 
and rescued every sack and pouch of 
Uncle Sam’s property. 

Miss Etta Bolton’s act of heroism was 
performed a few ys ago at Hatties- 
burg, that of her sister was in Alabama, 
where the family lived until recently. 

Miss Etta and Julia Bolton, aged 14 
and 12 years, respectively, Miss Stella 
Breland, aged 17, and Miss M. Extein, 
went swimming in Purvis Creek, not far 
from the Bolton home. 

Miss Breland suddenly. lost control of 
her limbs and sank. As she went down 
the second time Miss Extein cried: 
“Stella is drowning!”’ 

Dived Just in Time. 

Miss Julia Bolton dived just as Miss 
Breland sank for the third time, and 
caught the drowning girl by hes: left 
foot. 

After a desperate struggle she pul'ed 
her friend to the bank, where the other 
girls helped get her out of the water. 
Miss Breland was unconscious. Miss 
Bolton was thoroughly exhausted. Both 
were taken to the Bolton home, where 
they were soon joined by John Breland, 
father of Miss Breland. 
Miss Etta Bolton was a free rural 
mail carrier when she brought fame 
upon herself. 
She was driving her mail wagon 
across a swollen stream over a rickety 
bridge. The structure gave way,’ and 
Miss Bolton, horse, wagon and con- 
tents were pitched Into the turbulent 
waters. 
Miss Bolton swam out, then plunged 
again into the torrent, and though the 
current was’ sweeping her down 
stream, she removed the harness from 
the horse, gathered the sacks and 
pouch of mail under one arm, and, 
guiding her horse with the other, she 
struggled to the shore. 

She reported to the postoffice on 
foot. 

Courage Commended. 

Word of the girl’s heroism, when re- 
ceived at Washington, elicited the fol- 
lowing letter: 

*‘Miss Etta Bolton, Carrier on R. F. 
D. route No. 1, Mobile, Ala.—Receipt 
is acknowledged of your letter of the 
16th ultimo, reporting the finding of 
the letter box keys lost by yeu during 
the recent washout on Bolton’s creek. 

“Your courage, presence of mind 
and regard for the safety of the mail 
in the face of the great danger which 
confronted you have the commenda- 
tion of the department. 

“Very respectfully, 
"CO. ae NRAD. 
“Acting Fourth Assistant Postmast- 
er-General.”’

The Governor spoke of the attack on 
the law’s constitutionality as the usual 
recourse in defense of lawbreakers. He 
said the State Supreme Court virtual- 
ly had upheld the primary law, and 
would not overthrow it. 

The only action thus far taken by 
the Supreme Court on the prmary law 
was favorable to its constitutionality. 

In a petition for a writ of man- 
damus, filed last spring by the Sst 
Louls Republican City Central Com- 
mittee, it was alleged that the gen- 
eral primary law, passed by the 1907 
Legislature, was unconstitutional in 
every section, and null and void, 

Writ Denied by Court, 

No other reason was stated for the 
committee’s petition, which was for a 
writ to compel the Election Commis- 
Sioners to recognize a call for prima- 
ries and convention, as provided for 
by the law of 1901. The commission- 
ers had refused to do this, holding 
that the new primary law superseded 
the old, 

The Supreme Court, April 14,. denied 
the committee’s petition for a writ. 
This action was taken at the time as 
meaning: that the court held the pri- 
mary law of 1907. constitutional,

They want to see a 
pitcher use his wits instead of some 
treak delivery that neither he nor any 
one else knows about. 

The firat pitcher that Made a success 
of the ‘“‘spitball’’ was Jack Chesbro of 


Walsh Clings to Spitball 
for it Makes Him a Winner 


HE only “spitball’’ pitcher of note 
Ag who clings to that style of de- 
livery is Ed Walsh, of the Chica- 
go White Sox. It made him famous for 
he was nothing in the baseball word 
until he acquired the ‘“‘spit ball’ deliv- 
ery and he fears he will go back with- 
out it. But even Walsh has faced the 
big league batters so many times now 
that undoubtedly he would be success- 
ful were he required to give up the use 
of the ‘“‘spitball.’’ 

Great credit is due the pitcher who 
can face a crisis, such as three men 
on the bases and a victory for his team 
dependent on his work, and then out- 
wit the batter or else hurl the ball 
so hard that the batter can not hit it. 
But there is not much due the man who 
simply throws a freak ball, trusting to 
luck that it will break away from 
the batter. 


Frank Smith of the Chicago White 
Sox, uses the spitball. He didn’t have 
anything but a strong right arm when 
he first joined Comiskey’s team. His 
speed was worth but little against bat- 
ters. Smith was not a smart -player 
and knew little about ottguessing the 


UT it Is different with the case of 
the spitball. The batter stands 
at the plate, his toes dug in the 

earth, every muscle and fiber in his 
body set for a swing at the ball, know- 
ing all the time that it is to be a spit- 
ball. 


The pitcher wets the ball, huris it 
without any deception. He shuts his 
eyes, as it were, and trusts to luck. He 
knows that if some unseen fate will 
make that ball break some other way 
than the batter guesses,-it can not be 
hit. The batter is desperate as he sees 
the ball coming at him, with speed. He 


’ must hit it. Just as he swings, it jumps 


to one side, sometimes one way, some- 
times another.

EGISLATING the spitball out.of a 
g pitcher’s repertoire will surely 
take away the effectiveness of the 
pitchers now using that delivery exclu- 
sively. 

Walsh, Dygert, Morgan, Chesbro, 
Liebhardt and Cicotte, besides myself, 
are the principal wet-ball throwers in 
the American League and it will be nec- 
essary for us te develep @ good curve 
and slow ball te help out the fast 
one. 

It seems in th cwing the wet ball a 
pitcher loses the curve-ball grip from 
his pitching hand, for one seldom finds 
a spitball pitcher with a” big, sharp 
curve. 

I don’t think a spitball man requires 
much cunning; all he cares about to 
make his spitball shoot from six 18 
inches, with medium speed. He simply 
throws the ball at the batter’s waist 
line and it generally drops from five to 
ten inches and goes shooting by his 
knees. The spitball does not hurt the 
arm if ene can master the delivery and 
grip. 

Walsh is king of the “gpitters” and 
pitches 50 games a year, with no ill ef- 
fects. All “‘spitball’’ men pitch more 
games than the pitcher without that de- 
livery. 

My arm is never sore after a game in 
which I have used a large number of 
“spitballs’” and less curves. The same 
arm is always stiff and sore after us- 
ing a large number ef curves and slow 
balls during a game. 

The fast ball is the natural delivery 
and rarely ever causes any fatigue and 
sereness of arms. 

I expect to pitch steady, effective ball 
without the spitter,” for I find the low 
outside curve and high, close, straight 
ball, with an occasional slow ball deliv- 
ery, just as effective. I have been pitch- 
ing the spitball for three years, over 
forty games per year, and my arm is 
stronger and better now than it was in 
my whole career as a pitcher. So I care 
not whether they abolish the epithall er 
let me use it.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Fifty cham- 
pions of the London Olympic games 
blushing and smiling, were escorted 
by 15,000 marching troops and ama- 
teur athletes from Long.Acre Square 
to the City Hall today, where acting 
Mayor McGowan presented them with 
the freedom of the city and gold med- 
als, inscribed “Presented by the citl- 
zens of the City of New York, com- 
memorating the home coming of the 
victorious American team from the 
Olympic games in London, 1908.” 

City Hall Park, the plaza in front of 
the Pulitzer Building and five miles of 
Broadway were packed and every 
window overiooking the scene was a 
frame of humanity. Fully 500,000 per- 
sons cheered the athictes. In the pa- 
rade were two companies of United 
States troops, 11 regiments of Nation- 
al Guard and almost every member 
of all the athletic clubs of the city 
and school] children by the thousands.

Wife Hid Revolver and When 
She Gave It Back He 
Shot Her. 





For five years William Schulte brood- 
ed over the death of. his only child, a 
girl ene year old. He turned to whisky 
te drewn his grief and whisky made 
him a slayer. 

Maddened by drink Schulte fired four 
brilets into the body of his wife in the 
kitchen of their home, 4351 Natural 
Bridge road, shortly before 98 o’clock 
yesterday morning. As the wife fled 
dewn .the steps and fell, .dying, in the 
‘yard, he fired two more shots, but they 
missed their mark. 

The man stood Jooking for a moment 
on the form of the woman he had slain, 
then turned, walked into his saloon and 
took another drink. He was leaning 
stupidly against the bar when two po- 
licemen entered and arrested him. 


Schulte is 47 years old and is a man 
of considerable means. When his fa- 
ther, Fred Schulte, a dairyman, died 
William inhérited valuable property in 
North St. Louis. .Oue of these proper- 
ties was the house where the tragedy 
occurred Saturday. 

Victim His Playmate of Childhood. 

Seven years ago Schulte married Miss 
Fmma Horchert, with whom he had 
played in childhood. They made their 
home above the grocery store and sa- 
loon which Schu!t2 owned on the Nat- 
ure! Bridge road. Schulte’s mother and 
hia niece, Mies Ida, Jived tin the house 
edjoining on the west. 


A year after they were married the 
child came. : Until she @ted, a year la- 
ter, there was not a moment’s unhappi- 
ness in that household, Schulte's rela- 
tives say.

She staggered 
out. of the..kitchen and he shot again. 
The bullet struck her under the left 
shoulder blade. 


The woman. made her way into the 
yard, where she fell. Her husband fol- 
lowed her and fired two more shots. 
Then he stood gazing stolidly at her 
body. |

When 
the desk sergeant asked him his age 
he stared: blankly at his interrogator 
for a moment and then replied: 
“Five cents.” 

Mrs, Schulte was 42 years old. Her 
husband's relatives will take charge of 
her body.

He dis 
covers that since the fiscal year 1899, which comes 
within the Spanish War period, the people of 
the United Staates have almost doubled their an- 
nual use of manufactured cigarettes. Uncle Sam's 
children made and smoked 2,805,230,737 of the lit- 
tle coffin nails in 1899. And in the year ending 
June 30, 1908, they had worked up their appe- 
tites and capacity to 5,402,336,113. The interven- 
ing period was marked by a steady development 
. that hanker which only the cigarette grati- 
es. 

Time was, in the good old days of McKinley 
and before, when the cigar and pipe and the hon- 
est navy plug were supreme. Ten years ago al- 
most twice as many cigars were used as cig- 
arettes, and “the makings” was a term seldom 
heard. The single decade has made the cig- 
arette the cigar’s close rival. In 1908 the cig- 
arettes-of domestic manufacture reached the num- 
ber of 5,402,336,113, while domestic cigars 
numbered 7,914,111,079. And if the personally 
made and personally smoked kind is taken into 
consideration, it is sure that the cigar has 


dropped into second place. Anyhow, the day of 


the decline of the cigar is here, and the popular- 
ity of the cigarette may fairly be blamed for it, in 
large part. Mr. Capers’ figures show that inter- 
nal revenue was paid on 728,167,140 less domest'c 
cigars in 1908 than in the preceding year. Hith- 
erto the consumption of domestic cigars has been 
steadily increasing, although at a less rapid 
pace than the use of cigarettes. 

The absolute triumph of the cigarette is demon- 
strated by its forward stride durfng the year of 
tight money. It went ahead, while all other to- 
bacco products fell behind. The total domestic 
production and consumption of smoking and 
chewirg tobacco fell off 5,000,000 pounds from 






1907, and even enuff fel] off approximately @ 
million pounds. While the use of cigarettes has 
almost doubled during the last 10 years, the con- 
sumption of domestic chewing and smoking to- 
bacco has advanced from 182,710 pounds in 
1899, to 364,109,895 pounds in 1908; of snuff, from 
14,627,106 pounds in 1890 to 23,547,763 in 1908 and 
of cigars from 5,077,287,824 in 1899 to -7,914,111,079 
in 1908. 

Uncle Sam's ci smokers are very loyal 
ahd patriotic. y Mke Turk'sh ang Egyptian 
cigarettes, but they buy Turkish cigarettes made 
in New York and Egyptian cigarettes made in 
Chicago. It is alleged that the American-made 
kinds which bear fancy Turkish names are often 
filled with tobaceo im from the land of 
the harem. But the thing of which the Govern- 
ment officials feel mighty sure is that mighty few 
cigarettes, comparatively, are brought into this 
country ready to smoke. In 1907 there were 21,839 
pounds of cigarettes, or approximately 5,500,000 
cigarettes, brought into this country ready to go 
to work. This was just about one-one-thousandth 
of the number of cigarettes which went up in 
thin air in that one year. Nor are the impor- 
tations increas'ng very rapidly. In 1899 the num- 
ber brought in was slightly less than 4,000,000, 
about one-seven-hundredth of the year’s supply.

a NOUGH cigarettes to reach from the earth 
: F to the moon, and 20,000 miles beyond it 
i were smoked in the United States in the 
year that ended June 30. 

The moon is 238,000 miles from the earth. But 
' if all the machine-made cigarettes smoked in 
this country were placed end to end they would 
more than bridge the space. 

The ordinary machine-made cigarette is 25-8 
inches long. As 5,402,336,113 of these cigarettes 
went up in smoke in this country last year that 
makes a total of 1,463,132,697 feet, or 258,169 miles 
of cigarettes. 

The average cigarette weighs 17 grains. The 
total weights, therefore, of these cigarettes would 
be 11,958,296 pounds, or 5979 tons, 

_It would require nearly 200 freight cars to carry 
them. 

The London Lancet, the greatest medical jour- 

nal in the world, said recently that an ounce of 
cigarettes ylelds in its smoke two pints of poison- 
ous carbon-monoxide gas. According to this esti- 
mate the cigarettes smoked in the United Statex 
dn the year just closed yielded 23,916,592 pints of 
‘this gas, a vast cloud of poisonous smoke over- 
hanging this country. 
? figures are furnished by the Internal 
Revenue Department of the United States and 
are therefore correct. The Government keeps care- 
ful track of all cigarettes made in this country 
and imported. 

But Uncie Sam keeps no record of the ciz 
arettes roiled by hand. He knows full well that 
these figures tell only part of the story. Alon 
‘with the enormous increase in consumption o

In some respects cigarettes have been badl 
slandered. The testimony of the experts is unan 
mous that they are not “doped,” in spite of th 
charges of many who have fought the cigarett: 
business. Upon this po'nt internal revenue offi- 
clals are particularly emphatic, and they ought to 
know. The law requires that all tobacco manu- 
facturers shall make periodically a sworn state- 
ment of the materials which they have cn hand, 
and the revenue agents have ample means of 
assuring themselves of the accuracy of those 
statements. The manufacturers frequently in- 
clude harmless flavoring materials on their lists, 
and, in the case of manufacturers of some kinds 
of chewing tobacco, rum and the tona. bean are 
listed. But there is no opiate and no other “dope.” 
Nor is there anything harmful about the wrap-

It is almost impossible for the imagination to 
invest this heir to the Americi.n throne, if there 
had ever been one, with the trappings of roy- 
alty. From the homely democracy of the man 
resplendent refinues, ceremonies and pomps, pal- 
aces ard gi‘ded equipages shrink away, when half 
conjured up. Thrones, courts cnd principalities 
alarm his retiring simplicity. The Republic 
need not fear this Pretender, who would not ex- 
change his paint brush for a scepter if he could, 
he declares. He is in spirit just what he is in 
appearance—a sturdy, unassuming American ar- 
tisan, to whom the words, “It might have been,” 
are not at all sad, but the occasion for a good 
laugh. 

Yet, it was only the incorruptible patriotism of 
George Washington which prevented the meta- 
morphosis of this Missouri workingman into an 
ermined King, the “Cousin,” according to royal 
courtesy, of Edward VII, Kaiser Wilhelm and 
Francis Joseph. 

In the fall of 1780 in the general depression 
which followed upon the disasters at Charleston 
and Camden, the collapse of the paper money 
and the treason of Arnold, there was serious 


danger that the half-starved and ill-clad Conti, 


nental Army would fall to pieces. At this critical 
moment Gens Washington had appealed to Con- 
gress, and had at length extorted the promise of 
half-pay for life for all the army. 

In the spring of 1782, seeing the utter inability 
of Congress to discharge its pecuniary obliga- 
tions, many officers began to doubt whether the 
promise would ever be kept. It had been made 
before the articles of confederation, which re- 
quired the consent of nine states to any such 
measure, had been finally ratified. It was well 
known that nine states had never been found to 
favor the measure, and it was now feared that 
it might be repealed or repudiated, so loud was 
the popular clamor against it. 

All of this comes of republican government, 
said some of the officers; too many cooks spoil 
the broth; a dozen heads are as bad as no head; 
a monarchy, with a good King whom all could 
hasta would extricate them from these difficul- 
ties, 

In this mood Col. Louis Nicola of the Penn- 
sylvania Line addressed a long and well-argued 
letter to Gen. Washington, setting forth the 
troubles of the time, and urging him to come for- 
ward as a savior of society, and accept the crown 
from his faithfal soldiery. Nicola was an aged 
man, of @ numerous and powerful clique of of- 
ficers. 

“ft belHeve it will be uncontroverted,” he wrote, 
“that the same abilities which have led us 
through difficulties apparently insurmountable by 
human power, to victory and glory, those quali- 
ties which have merited and obtained the uni- 
versal esteem and veneration of an army, would 
be most likely to conduct and direct us in the 
smoother paths of peace. 

‘Some people haye so connected the ideas of 
tyranny and monarchy as to find It difficult to 
separate them. It may therefore be requisite to 
give the head of such a government as I propose 
a title more moderate; but, if all other things 
were onee adjusted, I believe strong arguments 
might be produced for admitting the title of 
King, which I coneeive woula be attended with

some material advantages.’ 

Upon receipt of this letter Gen. Washingtor 
fell into one of those rages which have become 
memorable becauses of their rarity and their ve- 
hemence.

Thornton Augustin Washington traces his de- 
scent from Gen. Washington’s brother, Samuel, 
as the Father of His Country had no child but 
America. Samuel’s eldest son was Thornton & 
Washington, an ensign in the United States Navy. ee 
The latter’s only son was John Thornton Augus- 
tin Washington, who was Chief Magistrate and 
Sheriff of Berkely County, Virginia, and a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature. His eldest son of 
a family of 13 children was Lawrence Berry 
Washington, who died without issue, being thrown 
from a boat on the Missouri River and drowned 
during the affrays which gave Kansas the name 
of “Bloody.” The second son, Daniel Bedinger 
Washington, poet, editor and Confederate soldier, 
was the father of Thornton Augustin Washington, 
the male head of the family today. His mother 
was his father’s cousin, the daughter of his half- 
uncle. 


Daniel Bedinger Washington owned a plan- 
tation and slaves in Jefferson County, Virginia, 
and was a farmer by profession. He was editor 
and writer, however, for local political news- 
papers, he removed to Johnson County,. Mis- 
souri, in 1856, and bought a farm of 160 acres, 
well stocked with cattle and horses. He trans- 
ported with him, as his most precious pose¢ssion, 
a library of historical books, the Greek and Latin 
classics and the English poets. He never sat 





down,.says his son, without opening a book. He Piha | Sos me no 53 . 


himself wrote a volume of verses which he was 
too diffident to intrust to a publisher. At the 
outbreak of the Civil War he, like the Washing- 
tons almost to a man, joined the Confederate 
fortunes. A few days after he left to enlist 
under Gen. Price, “Jayhawkers” from Kansas 
swooped down on his farm, destroyed his crops, 
burned his library, chased away all his slaves 
and drove off his livestock. 


Returning home after the surrender of Gen. 
E. Kirby Smith at Shreveport, he found himself | 
ruined, with a wife and four young children to 
provide for. Broken in health and deprived of 
the society of his beloved books, he found the 
task beyond his strength, and died in bitter pov- 
erty in 1887. His wife preceded him two years. 


Thornton Augustin Washington, the man whe 
would be King, was a full grown man of 32 years 
when he and his three sisters were left orahans. 
One of them, Elizabeth, soon married a man 
named Craig and went to 'ive at Buffalo, W. Va. 

The brother had little education and no trade, 
but sturdily applied himself to whatever his 
hands found to do. For several years ‘+ was 
farming. 

Then his chance came ‘ enter a drug store ag 
clerk, and so well did he in rove it, that citer 
18 months of self-instruction, u2 passed the Statc 
examinations for pharmacists and was registered 
Too poor to gwn a drug store himself, he worked 
faithfully for others, moving ‘rom one town and 
county to another. 

When the pharmacies failed, he was thrown 
back again upon the resources of his hands. He 
painted a shed, whitewashed a fence or nailed 
laths on a chicken coop as occasion arose, find- 
ing no bitterness in the consciousness of his 
proud descent, but an incentive to honest and 
cheerful toil. Odd jobs are still his oceupation, 
and he has bofne his humble but poignant re- 3 
verses with some of the same unwearied pa- \\ 





tience which gave his great ancestor the ticle of 
the “Fabius of the Revolution.” 

“Tl have never thought much of what I should 
do if I were King,” he says. “I don’t think I! 
should like to wear a crown; this old felt hat 
becomes me better. Kings have more troubles 
than other people, and common folks have hap- 
xier lives than thev. My father, who was a fine 
icholar, died in poverty, because he d'd not have 
he temperament to push himself. I guess I’m a 
ot like him in that respecr. |! should be migera- 
dle in a crowded tity, surrounded by luxury and 
flatterers. I am perfectly contented in Garden 
City, and like it because it is slow. An obscure, 
hard-working American citizen is what I am hap- 
py to be. 

“My diversions, if I were King, would be writ- 
ing for the newspapers and trying to solve mys- 
teries, like Sherlock Homes. My favorite authors 
are Conan Doyle and Marie Corelli. I’d rather be 
a fine detective or an editor than a King.” 

Washington’s neighbors are all fond of him 
and discuss his “royaity” without either ridicule 
or veneration. “After all,” they say, “old ‘Tony’ 
would make a better King than many of them in 
history, for he would do nobody any harm. He 
wouldn’t hurt a fly.” A 

With Thornton Augustin Washington as King, 
the Heir Apparent to the throne would be George 
Thorton Washington, who, instead of being 
Prince of New York or Philadelphia, is a freight 
agent at New Orleans. The Heir Presumptive 
would be Lawrence Berry Washington, a trav- 
eling passenger agent at San Antonio, Tex. 

The claims of these men to blood kinship to 
George Washington were recognized by the Unit- 
ed States Government at the unveiling of the 
Washington monument. John Sherman, chair- 
man of the committee, addressed an invitation to 
Lawrence Berry Washington, asking him to be 
present as one of the nearest r-latives of George 
Washington. Lawrence Berry Washington is a 
first cousin of Thornton Augustin Washington.

“Graft” in Leasing the Convicts 


Out to Labor 


URDERS, whippings, tortures, starvation, 
IVI exposure to inclement weather and other 
inhuman cruelties in the convict camps of 
Georgia are being exposed by a committee which 
the Legislature of the State appointed to investi- 
gate the matter. 

Such horrors were disclosed by the committee 
that the whole State is excited and angry over it. 

In Atlanta, the capital of the State, 2500 per- 
sons met in the opera house and demanded a 
fuller investigation and an immediate abroga- 
tion of the convict lease system by which such 
cruelties were permitted. 

Similar meetings have been held in Rome, 
Greensboro and in other parts of the State. 

The cruelties that have been unearthed by the 
investigating committee seem incredible. 

White men and boys have been whipped to 
death because they were too sick to work. 

White women have been chained to posts and 
whipped with straps weighing five pounds until 
the blood ran down and formed a pool-at their 
feet. 

Forty convicts were stood in a row and four 
strong and brutal negro convicts were given 
straps and spent five hours lashing the 40 men 
on their bare backs. 

A white boy 16 years old was whipped to death 
because he accidentally spilled a mug of hot 
coffee on the back of the warden’s pig. - 

Negro convicts, serving terms for murder, have 
been ordered to punish unruly convicts and sev- 
eral times these murderous convicts have killed 
their charges. 

Convicts have been kept chained to the floor 
for months. 

Graft on the part of the wardens and their 
assistants has been found. 

One “convict broker’’ admitted to the com- 
mittee that he cleared $175,000 in two years by 
leasing convicts from the State for $221 a year 
and sub-leasing them to contractors for $300 to 
$450 a vear. 


It had been discovered for the first time that . 


the wardens employed by the State were regu- 
larly receiving pay from the lessees, and that 
the State warden, Jake Moore, in direct employ 
of the State Warden Commission, had aquired a 
fortune of some $40,000 wittin a few years, on 
a salary of $140 a month—which it has been dis- 
covered, came from trafficking in convicts and 
acting as go-between with the lessees. 

From this slave traffic the State made $250,000 
a year net and the money went to the public 
schools. 

The convict camps of Arkansas are also being 
investigated by a committee appointed by the 
State Board. It reported that convicts were 
forced fo work when sick, and that men and 
women were often whipped ‘most cruelly. The 
report says: 

“There is abundant evidence to prove that both 
men and women have been frequently cruelly 
whipped. There are numerous instances in which 
more than ten lashes have been inflicted, fre- 
quently on the naked skin, often cutting and 
bruising and causing blood to flow. Sev 
women were whipped in a manner that was 
‘ndecent and inhuman. palliation of 
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these cruel whippings, it may be said that they 
were frequently for immoral conduct between 
the men and women, and the warden argued 
that the ordinary punishment was not sufficient. 
However, there was ample proof of a great many 
whippings on the bare back for other causes. 

“In order to establish beyond all question the 
severity of the whippings, I made a personal 
examination, in company with Warden McCook, 
Dr. Colquitt and Mr. Willis, of 138 men, and 
found that 12 of them showed scars and bruises. 
This is a large number, when it is known that 
there has been little severe whipping since the 
middle of March, and when many of those whom 
the testimony shows had been severely whipped 
had been sent from the farm, some pardoned 
and some escaped. 

But the greatest cruelty has been in the con- 
vict camps of Georgia. One of the incidents 
which caused the people of Atlanta to assemble 
in massmeeting and. protest against it was told 
of by R. A. Keith, formerly a convict, now par- 
doned. He is a white man who had been sen- 
tenced for slaying the despoller of his home. 
He told the committee—and his statement was 
corroborated by other witnesses—how a white 
boy 16 years old, who was serving a term of 
one year for stealing two cans of potted ham, 
was whipped to death. 

This boy had been leased to the Durham Coal 
and Coke Co. in Northwest Georgia. One day he 
spilled some hot coffee on a pig belonging to the 
warden. Keith says he was held down by two 
men while a man struck him “ee aco 4 with a 

vy strap. The boy had to be carried to the 
vot foe in a week he died. The death cer- 
tificate gave consumption as the cause. 

Keith himself was cruelly treated in the same 
convict camp, and after his pardon he sued the 
company which leased him and recovered $2000 
damages because of the cruelties. 

A witness before the investigating committee 
was Daniel Long, a negro boy, 16 years ol. 
He had served his term in the Worth County 
road camp. - 

The boy came before the committee accom- 
panied by his mother and exhibited his back. 
Although healed, it gave evidence of terrible 
laceration from the lash in the neighborhood of 
the kidneys; the skin. had been torn from his 
left hand and right foot; his right side is par- 
tially paralyzed. 

“ae Cochran, a white man, sentenced for life 
for whitecapping and afterward pardoned, told 
the committee how Peter Harris, a negro con- 
vict, was whipped to death at the camp of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Co. Harris couldn’t stand 
the heat in the brick “clamps,” where it was 
caid to be so fierce that Warden J. T. Casey 
hesitated to ter for fear it would cause the 
discharge of his pistol. Harris was whipped in 
the morning and again in the afternoon for falil- 
ure to perform his tasks. The next day Cochran 
saw his body in the cooling vat. The coroner's 
jury accepted the nations that he died from 
“drin uch water. 

hod tons te was the daily duty of each 
convict to handle 100,000 brick. ‘Then he went

had fallen to 164. 

Lovett Byers, another negro, was overcome by 
the heat in the “clamps.” His subsequent death 
was attributed to consumption. 

C. D. Wortham testified there were five to 
eight whippings daily at the Chattahoochee 
Brick Co. camp. “It was as common to hear a 
negro holler there as to hear a pig squeal in the 
country,” he said. 

J. S. Cochran, a brother of the foregoing, and 
sentenced for the same whitecapping offense, 
said he had often seen Warden Mitchell at the 
Durham' Coal and Coke Co.’s camp, line up 30 
or 40 men for “shortage and slate,” that is fail- 
ure to get out the required quantity of coal, or 
having too much slate in it. It took four men 
one hour to administer the whippings with a 
strap weighing from three to five pounds. 

J. W. Roberts, a former warden at the State 
Farm, told the committee of the whipping of 
Mamie De Cris, a white woman. 

“She said she was too sick to work,” said 
Roberts in his testimony. “She was chained to 
the same post at which the white men and 
negroes were whipped and was given 40 lashes 
on the ‘bare back. The blood that ran down 
formed a puddle at her feet. She was smeared 
with blood. She had fainted dead away long 
before the whipping was through, and when 
they unchained her she fell into the blood. She 
was a horrible sight, and before she fainted her 
agonized cries were pitiful to hear, but none of 
us dared do anything to stop it. The next day 
she was compelled to work in the fields picking 
cotton.” 

George Hurt, a lessee, saw a warden at one 
of the camps order a notorious negro who had 
killed several men to bring a mutinous convict 
into the stockade. In the fight the latter was 
killed, the former burying his pick in the man’s 
lung. He mentioned two other cases of con- 
victs having been killed by convicts at his camps. 

J. M. Sanford, a former convict at the Chat- 
tahoochee Brick Co., said he saw a white boy 
15 years old chained up and given 50 lashes, 
The boy fainted from pain and the loss of blood, 
but finally recovered. 

C. D. Wortham told of another negro who 
was whipped to death. The man was employed 
where the brick were burned. The men working 
in this position stood on barrel heads and pitched 
brick. The heat was so great and the work so 
arduous that the men perspired excessively. The 
sweat from the laborers drenched the barrels 
from the ground for some distance around. 

The negro in question could not stand the 
Feat and fell short in his work. He was told 
by Capt. J. A. Casey he would be whipped if he 
did not do better. Thé negro was whipped. It 
did not improve his work, and he was put over 
a barrel and whipped again. The negro, when 
released, walked to a lumber pile and fell down. 
Then he was carried to the hospital. The next 
day witness saw his body in the cooling vat. 

L. R Massengale, State Representative, is a 
member of the investigating committee. He 
visited some of the camps. Here is his account 
of what he saw at one camp: 

“At the Floyd County camp the rules mere 
violated. They had no mess hall. The convicts 
ate while lying down, chained to their bunks, 
and they told me they were chained in their 
bunks on Sundays, too. They were made to sleep 
in the clothes they worked in, and if they came 
in from the works wet with rain it made no 
difference. They slept in the wet cléthes just 
the same. 

“For supper the convicts were given a piece 
of corn bread, a piece of meat, and a potato, 
and if they ate it all for supper they got no 
breakfast. The only breakfast they got was 
the remains from the supper the night before.

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floor of a little building in which was kept the 
feed for the mules. It was nearly full of sacks 
of grain, and in the middle there was just 
room for the man to lie on the floor. He was 
dying of consumption. It was in November 


and very cold, but he had no covering, and there 


was no heat in the place. I tried to talk to 
him but he was so weak I could not under- 
stand what he said.” 


One of the witnesses told of a white boy who 
suffered with lockjaw for three days. It was 
Christmas eve when he was first seized, and 
no doctor was summoned. In reply to a request 
for a physician, the guard said: 

“He’s enjoying Christmas, and ain’t got time 
to fool with convicts.” 

Another witness told of an old negro who had 
been in the hospital on the State Farm and 
was ordered back to work by Dr. Fisher, the 


farm physician. The negro protested that he was~ 


ill and suffering. For his pains he was given 25 
lashes. Dr. Fisher cursed him and ordered him 
into the wagon with other laborers. The 

was too weak to get in and was thrown in and 
driven to the cotton flelds, where he was ordered 
to pick cotton. He fell in the cotton rows, but 
was ordered to rise and resume work. He could 
not, and Capt. Slater, the warden, after cursing 
him, commanded other negro convicts to raise 
him to his feet. 
were afraid to touch him, as he was dying. 
On going to him Capt. Slater saw his real con- 
dition and ordered him removed from the field. 
The next day the witness saw his dead body. 


It was disclosed that when convicts broke down 
from excessive work at one camp they were lined 
up and turned over to a “convict broker,” who 
leased them to another contractor who did not 
know of their condition. It developed that the 
men convicts were worked Sundays and every 
other day, and that some of them had worked 
five years without a rest of even one day; that 
the food was insufficient, the fresh meat being 
wormy, and the work under exhausting condi- 
tions in the brick kilns and boiler rooms ex- 
cessive, the men were frequently overcome by 
the heat and the hard tasks put upon them. 


At the camp of the Lookout Mountain Coal and 
Coke Co. in Northwest Georgia a negro’s arm 
was broken by falling slate. No surgical atten- 
tion was given, and the wound healed in 
shape, making the arm useless. Warden W. O. 
Maxwell cursed the negro when he was t 
to tell members of the Legislative Committee 
the accident. 


At the camps of the Muscogee Brick Co. and 
the Royster Guana Co. members of the Legisla- 
ture found convicts wearing anklets with spikes 
three inches long designed to trip them up if 
they attempted to run. 

This stri of horrible atrocities might be 
extended almost indefinitely, from the testimony 
given before the committee. The people of 
Georgia have been unspeakably shocked by the 
revelations, and there is no question that they 
are sincere and determined in their demand for 
the immediate extinction of the lease system. 

This testimony was obtained from members 
the investigating committee, who had 
visits to the convict camps in a special train; 
from ex-convicts; from wardens and past 
and present; and from independent ers. 


The investigating committee is composed of 
J. S. Turner of Putnam, chairman; Gen. Clement 
A. Evans of Atlanta, a prominent Confederate 
veteran, and Thomas Eason of Ben Hill County. 

It is proposed now to abolish the system of 
leasing convicts to contractors and to work them 
on the State roads and in otber public work 
where they will labor only 10 hours a day and 
be properly clothed, fed and housed.

WOMAN who pushed her 15-months-old 
baby a thousand miles in a baby buggy has 
reached Pontiac, III. 

She and her husband, their boy, 10 years old, 
and the baby started from Redbank, Pa., March 4. 
Every step of the way from there to Pontiac they 
walked the country roads. They climbed hills, 
crossed bridges and forded streams. They tramped 
in dus and waded in mud. And all the way the 
‘mother pushed the baby buggy ahead of her. In 
each town along the way the husband looked for 
work and did not find it. 

A thousand-mile tramp and a five-months’ 
search for work. 

In all of that time the man and his wife and 
two children did not sleep in a bed. They did not 
once have the shelter ‘of a roof over their heads. 
When it showered or rained they sought the shel- 
ter of a tree. At night they slept on the ground. 

The man has not found work yet, and he may 
come to St. Louis In the hunt for it. 

While the mother pushed the baby buggy the 
father and son took turns hauling a child’s ex- 
press wagon, on which was a trunk holding all 
their belongings except five live pigeons and two 
tame rabbits owned by the boy. These were in a 
box on top of the trunk. 

A stray dog joined them at a point in their 
journey and after awhile they trained him to help 
pull the little wagon. $A 

John Henry Porter is the man who made this 
strange journey with his family and his family 
of pets. He worked in a mine in Redbank, which 
is a small town northeast of Pittsburg at the 
Junction of the Redbank and Alleghany rivers.

The mine shut down last February and Mr. 
Porter could find nothing to do in that town. 

He decided to go to Glisia, Pa., and try for 
work. He found it in a coal mine owned by the 
H. C. Frick corporation. After he had worked a 
few weeks there was an explosion of gas in the 
mine and several miners were killed. The ex- 
plosion so wrecked the mine that it was perma- 
nently closed and Porter was out of work again. 

He waited a month, searching for work and 
then, after hig money was almost gone, he and his 
‘wife decided to start through the western part of 
the State, in the hope that he would find some- 
thing to do, 

They started with a horse and a one-seated wag- 
on, but they had gone only a little way when, in 
crossing a railroad track, the horse was struck 
and killed-by an engine. The family happened to 
be walking when the engine hit the horse and 
thus they escaped without harm. 

From the wreckage they saved their baby buggy, 
the trunk and contents, the box of pets and the 
four iron wheels of a toy express wagon. From 
the wreck of the wagon Porter built a body for 
the small wheels. The tongue he made from a 
broken pitchfork handle he picked up alongside 
the road. On this toy wagon he placed the trunk 
with the box of pets atop of it. 

From this point, a thousand miles east of Pon- 
tiac, they walked. The most of the way the 
boy pushed behind the toy wagon while the fa- 
ther pulled at the handle. They started to follow 
the railroad tracks, but they soon found it was 
too rough and they took to the roads.

S MAY be supposed, the provisioning of an 
A Atlantic greyhound is a gigantic business. 
Many of these vessels carry upwards of 
3000 persons on a single trip, all of whom have 
to be fed on the most lavish scale for a week, or 
even longer, so that the catering becomes a very 
serious question indeed to those responsible for 
carrying it out. 

How is it done? The details may vary in the 
case of individual lines and ships; but as an 
example, let us take the case of a typical liner 
belonging to one of the largest companies, such as 
the White Star or Cunard. Such a vessel, with 
its full complement of passengers, would carry 
from 500 to 600 persons in its first-class cabins, 
from 200 to 300 second class, and from 1000 to 
1500 in the steerage, together with a crew of 
about 500 if all—a possible total of some 2900 
individuals of both sexes. 

A day or two before the sailing date comes 
round the general passenger agent of the company 
sends an estimate of the probable number of pas- 
sengers that the vessel will carry to the official 
whose business it is to order in the supplies. 

The latter then makes his requisitions, and at 
an early hour on the day of sailing the stores 
begin to arrive on board. As a rule, the food is 
provided for the return voyage as well to the

An amazing quantity of fruit and vegetables is 
consumed on the yoyage, as the following figures 
will show. Among other things taken on board 
under this category may be mentioned 25 bar- 
rels of cooking appies, 30 barrels of eating apples, 
50 bunches of bananas, 40 boxes of oranges, 250 
pineapples and 600 pounds of grapes, as well as 
immense supplies of tinned and dried fruits of all 
kinds. Strawberries, too, are always in demand 
when in season, and the quantity carried is sel- 
dom less than 500 quarts for the voyage. Under 
the heading of vegetables occur the following 
items: Asparagus, 300 bunches; cauliflower, 600 
heads; potatoes, 500 parrels; onions, 15 barrels. 
To them must also be added many hundreds of 
bundles of radishes, leeks and beetroot, as well 
as huge supplies of cabbages and tomatoes. 
Butter fg another important item on the list 
of stores. “Fully 10,000 pounds of butter, of vari- 
ous q . finds it way into the capacious 
refrigerators of the liner, and here also are stowed 
away some 600 gallons of fresh milk and about 
2000 pounds of cheese, every ounce of which will 
be consumed before the vesse! returns to her port 
of md be “For the bread, which is made on 
board by the ship's bakers from day to day, 350 
barrels of flour are carried, and this is further

Potatoes, rice, baked toma- 
toes, toast, eggs, macaroni and even soups are 
made more nourishing and to many people more 
appetizing by the addition of a grating of cheese 

In all the high-class Italian restaurants in this 
country, as abroad, a small dish of grated Parme- 
san cheese is brought on with the soup tureen 
each adding to his plate to sult individual taste” 

When it comes to cheese as a part of the 
dessert, in contrast to the pastries and other 
confections more commonly found, one ought to 
cultivate the taste for it as one may have culti- 
vated a fondness for olives. 

Among the hardy Swiss it is a sta 
only to bread. Among the Dulgarizas ee 
longevity as a people stands first among all na- 
tions, cheese runs a close second to their lop- 
pered milk, the yaourt or Zoolak go highly in- 
dorsed by scientists. 

Among the Italians and Germans its use is 
extensive, the peasantry in many cases eating 
scarcely any meat, using cheese in its steag 
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Indeed, the use of cheese as an article of diet 


is as old as history itself. 


It was a common 


article of food among the Hebrews and is men- 
tioned three times in the Bible, although in each 
case the original word is different. In First Sam- 
uel where Jesse commands David to carry “10 
cheeses unto the captain of their thousand” it 
implies 10 sections of curd or soft cheese. 


In Second Samuel, where “Shobi, the son of 
Nahash,” is recorded as bringing David and h‘s 
men a long list of necessities running the gamut 
from “beds and basins” to “honey and butter and 
cheese,” the root means scraped or grated cheese. 
In the third case where Job expostulates with the 

concerning ‘his afflictions he mournfully 
asks, “Hast thou not poured me out and curdled 


me as cheese?”

In considering all these figures, which to many 
may appear out of: all proportion to the circum- 
stances, the reader must bear in mind the 
enormous wastage which goes on wherever im- 
mense numbers have to be catered for at one 
time. More especially is this the case at sea, 
where appetites, which on shore are usually keen 
enough, are apt to fail when the bugle sounds 
for meals. And yet, in fair weather or foul, be 
appetites good or bad, there must be no stint in 
quantity of food provided, or the company’s rep- 
utation for “doing its people well is gone for 
ever, and that is a risk which no company will 
willingly incur in these days of strenuous com- 
petition in the shipping world. 

There is another reason, too, for catering on 
this lavish scale. The passage may be indefinite- 
ly prolonged by breakdowns and other casual- 
ties of w'nd and weather, and that is a contin- 
gency which the ship owner is compelled to pro- 
vide for. And in this connection it is of interest 
to note that quite apart from the ordinary sup- 
plies which have been mentioned, emergency ra- 
tions for a month are carried, 'n accordance with 
the Board of Trade regulations, by every vessel 
carrying passengers on the Atlantic. These re- 
serve supplies consist for the most part of tinned 
meats, flour, barley, peas and beans, together 
with coffee, tea and sugar, but it is not often that 
they require to be used on board theee greyhounds 
of the ocean.

Georgianna Ashton, an English singer of note, 
who was recently arrested in London on a 
charge of intoxication, declared that’ the 
house in which she had been singing was so lav- 
ishly decorated with flowers that she had been 
completely overcome by the heavy scents, and 
thus thrown into a condition resembling intoxi- 
cation.

The many marriages of nobles with rich Amer- 
ican girls has helped out to some extent, but not 
everyone with kingly blood in his veins can cap- 
ture a rich bride and so they must work to 
keep body and soul together. 

The most notable example of royalty in busi- 
ness is furnished by old King Leopold of Belgium. 
He is said to be the richest man in the world, 
not excepting Rockefeller, Carnegie, Rothschild 
or any other man. And he made nearly all of 
his fo.tune in trade. He is interested in many 
enterprises and manages the majority of them 
personally. His most valuable enterprises are in 
the African Congo, where he owns vast tracts of 
rubber lands and is engaged in gathering rubber 
and selling it. Much of the rubber that is used 
in America is bought direct from the agents of 
King Leopold. He owns paper mills in Canada 
and sells to his subjects nearly all the paper for 
the newspapers of Belgium. 

One of the reasons that King Leopold has not 
been deposed long ago is that the money he 
spends in riotous living he earns himself in trade. 
If his expenditures for-the entertainment of wom- 
en came from the taxation of his subjects they 
would have deposed him years ago. They have 
come very near to doing it several times anyway, 
but his good business judgment has always out- 
witted the plotters against him. 

A great many Americans pick their teeth with 
quill toothpicks made by a vrincess who will one 
day be a queen. Nearly all the quill toothpicks 
that are served on American dining cars, each 
one wrapped in tissue paper and stamped in red 
ink with the name of the railroad, are made by 
this princess in Europe and are imported to this 
country. 

The woman who owns the factory in which 
these toothpicks are made is the wife of Ferdi- 
nand Victor, Crown Prince of Roumania. Be- 
fore her marriage she was Princess Marie of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha.

Prince Louis Napoleon Murat, the grandson 
of a king, sells herrings for a living. He ig the 
grandson of Caroline, sister of Napoleon Bona- 
parte. She married Murat, Napoleon’s most bril- 
liant cavalry, leader, and for a time the King of 
Naples. Even princes cannot live on wind, and 
this particular one had a hard time getting along 
until! he discovered that he had an aptitude for 
business. Now he is the agent in the Caucasus 
for a syndicate which exports Yarmouth herrings. 
He is the selling agent of the syndicate and is 
said to be the best one in the company’s employ.

The Duchess Philip of Wuertemberg is engaged 
in a business which although not very extensive, 
supplies her with pocket money. She makes and 
sells surgical bandages. She employs quite a 
number of women and the work is all done by 
hand, and is so excellently done that her ban- 
dages have a great reputation and are sought 
after by surgeons who wish the best. 

There are many other scions of royalty who 
are not in business, but who have proven that 
they would like to be in it if it were not for the 
prejudice against business that exists among the 
aristocracy. 

Princess Herminie of Reuss, sister of the King 
of Reuss, is a dextrous watéchmaker. She does 
not make them to sell, but simply as an amuse- 
ment. Her work has frequently been shown at 
different German expositions and her watches al- 
ways took first prize over all others. She often 
says that if hard times should ever com> to her 
she could make a living as a watchmaker. 

Isabell, born a Princess of France, and by her 
marriage Duchess of Guise of the royal Bourbon- 
Orleans house, can make hats that would do cred- 
it to the best milliners in the Rue de la Paix. 

She does not make them to sell, but simply for 
love of the work. She trims hats for other mem- 
bers of the royal family and does it so much 
better than any professional milliner that her 
services are in great demand. Once when she war 
asked why she worked so hard at a business 
which brought her no return, she laughingly an- 
swered: 

“I am just getting practice at it, so that if the 
time comes when I shall have to earn my living, 
I can go to America and become wealthy.” : 

If that time should ever come and she should 
emigrate to America, she would undoubtedly do a 
tremendous business as the only royal milliner. 
Nearly every American woman would like to wear 
a hat made by a Duchess. 

Princess Carl of Sweden, wife of the second 
son of King Oscar II, has been since her youth 
a skillful toymaker, and. makes with her own 
hands the playthings of her children and those 
of her princely relatives. j

Is the “Business Woman” a Failure 


Women in the United States, according to 
the figures of the Census Bureau, have more 
or less entered into competition’ with men in all 
the professions and in practically all the other 
gainful occupations of life. It is asserted, how- 
ever, that in the professional and business world 
the doors of opportunity are being closed again 
because “opinion seems to have crystallized into 
the belief that she has not ‘made good’ in the 
sense that she can stand alone, well supported, 
successful and unanxious, upon her own work.”’ 
The reason of this is that women will not willing- 
ly pay the peculiarly heavy price that success, in 
their case, exacts, namely, the almost always en- 
forced choice between public life and the home, 
between business and true wifehood and mother- 
hood. 

In answer to the question of what he thought 
of the woman in business, a2 man said he had 
knewn but three kinds—the kind that married, 
the discontented, unhappy kind, uneven in its 
work, and the desexed kind.

Then she was carefully carried to the great 
white sand beach, where the grave had already 
been dug. In full view of the large gathering she 
was placed in a coffin, a heavy pine board box; 
the lid was screwed down and she was buried five 
feet below the surface, as far as old Lake Erie 
would allow. 

Proof that the girl actually remain in this liv- 
ing tomb was furnished the spectators by peer- 
ing down a wooden tube, six inches square and 
ten feet long, placed at the head of the grave. A 
wire mesh covered the top and an electric lamp 
underneath so lighted the face 
of the young woman that the 
entire head, neck and _ torso 
could plainly be observed. 

The burial, sleep and resur- 
rection occupled just eight days,

WHAT SCIENCE SAYS 
ABOUT HYPNOTIC SLEEP | 


By Dr. Joseph Lapponi, the Great Italian Physician, 

E will suppose that, for experimental reasons, we wish to make a subject pase 
from lethargy to catalepsy. To do this it will be sufficient to raise the closed 
eyelids of the subject whilst a bright light illuminates the room. By this 

very simple act lethargy becomes catalepsy. There are three known varieties of 
catalepsy—simple catalepsy, catalepsy with fascination and eestatic catalepsy. In the 
simple or Vulgar catalepsy, which is the most common of induced cataleptic states, 
the person is rigid with an impassive physiognomy, the eyes open. There is no wink- 
ing Of the eyelids. Reflex muscular excitement of any kind is almost always absent 


If the patient is rubbed slightly on the head somnambulitm occurs, The somnam- 
bule has both eyes shut or half shut, and if left to himself will appear to sleep. But 
the rigidity of the limbs is much less than in catalepsy. The functions of respiration 
and circulation continue as under norma! conditions, 

(Lethargy is the first state of hypnotism, according to Dr. Lapponi. In that state 
the reflex action is greatly exaggerated and any blow on the tendons will cause the 
muscles to move more violently than under normal circumstances. Lethargy resembles 
sleep, but is. not so profound as catalepsy or somnambulism.) ; 
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view of 7000 people, the grave was opened, th 
young wofttan was removed from. the coffin to a 
stretcher and carried up to the Coliseum stage, 
where the Hindu finally released his subject. 

The body of the young woman when taken out 
of the coffin was perfectly rigid, like that of a 
person some time dead. When the sheet was 
taken from the body it was seen that the young 
woman’s lips were slightly discolored; the eyclide 
were almost imperceptibly twitching, and the 
joints were perfectly stiff. 

The Sandusky doctors and newspaper men who 
were present found the body cold and stiff, and 
the clothing clammy from the dampness of the 
tomb. Then the Hindu stepped up beside the re- 
cumbent figure and for over an hour applied a 
treatment such as would be given first aid to a 
drowning person, to restore circulatiun. and un- 
limber rigid muscles. 

The girl sobbed as she awoke frem her sleep 
and said: “Trouble, trouble, what is the matter?” 
Then a low moan and the appeal, “Let me go!” 
This so angered young Herrick that he sprang at 
the Hindu; but for the timely interference of the 
police there would have been trouble. 

Miss Gibson was then assisted off the stage by 
two attendants and fed with beef broth and a lit- 
tle egg. Dr. Lewis, one of the physicia.is who 
examined her, said that aside from the girl look- 
ing haggard and worn out she appeared to be all 
right, though at times the respiration was spas- 
modic, indicating nervousness. 

“The sensation was one of.the most horrible 
you could ever imagine,” declared Miss Gibson to 
a Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine representative 
several hours after the resurrection. “I felt my- 





self falling from a great height 
and being swept over a waterfall. 
At times I felt as if my head 
was about to burst. There was 
something pulling at my head 
and feet th an effort to 
tear me to pieces. Every muscle 
in me seemed stretched to the 
breaking point. I feel now as if 
I have grown several inches in 
height since the time I was buried. 

“No, I do not feel any pain 
whatsoever,” said Miss Gibson. 
“but I am unusually thirsty, not 
hungry. I would not ge through 
that experience again, not if any- 
one should offer me a million dol- 
lars. I simply dia it because | 
was offered a large sum of mon- 
ey; I thought only of the many 
little things I could buy for my 
sick mother.” 

Many theories have been ad- 
vanced and discussed as to how 
the Hindu accomplished the 
burial. Some say that a wax fig- 
ure had been substituted for the 
living sleeper, while another the- 
ory advanced by medical men was 
that the sleeper was hypnotized 
each day and taken out late in 
the evening by way of a tunnel. 

Investigations by newspaper 











men found no evidence to support any of the the- 
ories, Visite to the grave at unusual hours in 
the night and early morning always disclosed the 
young woman at the bottom of the tube in her 
tomb. It was a remarkable demonstration and an 
exhibit of psychic phenomena that had physicians, 
scientists and humane officers, as well as the 
general public, clearly mystified. 

The coffin which held Miss Gibson was bullt by 
Fred P. Wieland of Franklin avenue, Sandusty. 

“IT never built @ more substatnial box,” he said. 
“I used seven-eighth-inch lumber, tenpenny nails 
and one and a half inch No. 18 screws to con- 
struct it. I also procured the two men who dug 
the grave, and can positively state that there was 
no tunnel. I personally went to the scene of the 
digging several times, but could find no tunnels 
to substantiate any theory of a fake.” 

“If I had known what my sweetheart was about 
to go through it never would have happened,” 
said Reed Herrick. “The affair will soon end in 
our marriage, and my Florence and her invalid 
mother wil] take up their future home with me.” 

Almost as soon as Miss Gibson went down into 
her voluntary grave the Sandusky (O.) Humane 
Society tried to stop the demonstration of the 
Hindu’s powers. Mrs. Fannie Everett, the gso- 
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clety'’s agent, went to court, and to her sufprise 
found that there was no law covering the case. 

“Why,” she said, “I have received three letters 
from other young women in Buffalo, Columbus 
and St. Louls, who have been subjects in just 
such things. It wasn’t hypnotism; powerful 
drugs were used to keep the sleepers quiet during 
their ordeals. Two of them have writieu me 
that have been made dnvalids for Ijfe--just to 
make a show, a holiday!” 

But the girl had gone into her grave of her 
own free will and what could be done? There 
wasn't any law in Ohio that could help anvone 

* velease her. Bunda Kapparow, the Hindu, 
smiled blandly and said that Miss Gibson would 
be brought back to earth without harm when the 
time came. ! 

“Tl! get her out,” declared the young [ellow, 
Herrick, who is to marry her. 

“Yes,” said the Hindu, “when the time comes. 
Here is her contract with me, and she is of age; 
what will you do?” 

He could do nothing. 

Thousands visited the grave. Much mouey was 
taven in and the Hindu did better thar he ever 
d‘d in h!s life. To everybody he told this story: 

“It is simply a long-drawn-out demonstration 
of the actual power of hypnotism, of the power of 
one strong objective mind over the subjective 
mind of a willing subject. Miss Gibson was will- 
ing to be put into this deep sleep, or I never could 
have performed the experiment. She is sleeping 
and resting, and her body demands nothing save 
pees, fresh air while she ig in the present « ndi- 
tion. 

“When she awakens she shall have some light 
liquid refreshment immediately, and In a few 
hours she can eat heartily. She wi! never fecl 
the si‘ghtest effects from her sleep. If she did 
not *now that she had been asleep, nothiryg in her 
condition, elther physically or mentally, would 
acquaint her with the fact.”

Very suggestive of its name is the “Butterfly Bow,” which 
is embrofdered on fine linen or lawn in an underlaid satin 
stitch to prevent the edges from fraying. -White or colored 
cottons are used according to taste. Rather a Irench touch 
is given by filling the wings with tiny French knots or seed 
stitches. When embroidered gather the bow through the 
center and cover with a tiny band of same material. 








INITIAL LETTERS FOR HOUSEHOLD LINENS 


These plain but effective letters are especially desirable 
for napkins, although they may be used for marking other 
linens. The single lines are worked with the regular over and 
over stitch. Spaces between’ the double lines should be 
padded with several threads of a soft thread cotton, worked 
lengthwise of the letter in medium-length stitches. [Ai firm, 
round thread cotton is then worked crosswise of the letter, 
and each stitch pulled evenly and tightly over the padding. 





DOUBLE BOW

The pieces to be embroidered separately, with scalloped

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THE USE OF HER NEEDLE 


A Few Hints About the Simple 
Methods of Decorating Women’s Attire. 


By ANNE DUANE 


The desire for the very.latest idea‘in embroidery is paramount 
with not only the fashionable woman who whiles away her morning 
hour on the well shaded veranda of the summer hotel, but also with the 
woman, who by the use of her needle, gives the note of refined dainty 
elegance to her otherwise insignificant personal wardrobe and be- 
longings. The inexpensiveness of the material places this method of 
decorating women’s attire within the reach of all. 


For a beginner or one who has had ‘but little experience in em- 
broidery, a well drawn but not too elaborate design is recommended. 
Oftentimes the simpler forms are most effective when worked. The 
only materials needed are a pair of sharp scissors, a set of embroidery 
hoops and a good stiletto. Instead of the hoops, a strip of soft, pliable 
leather or a kind of embroidery oil cloth may ‘be used, the material 
with design being firmly basted to one of these foundations. Which- 
ever is used, hoops or leather, the essential point is to have the 
material held smooth and tight, so that the embroidery stitches will 
not pull the threads of the fabric out of place. 


A knowledge of the different stitches and their appropriate ap- 
plication is desirable. The simplest stitches are best and most satis- 
factory to the embroiderer. ‘The chain is one of the oldest stitches 
and is much used for the padding of the scalloped edges, initials and, 
in fact, any part of the design where padding is necessary.. The satin 
or solid is the most commonly used of all stitches being employed 
for the making of all solid work. Long and short stitch is a very 
slight variation of the satin stitch, and is used for solid filling and 
shaded work. Stem or Kensington stitch is used for various pur- 
poses such as outline and flat filling, button hole for scalloped edges, 
Wallachian, and outlining applique work. French knots and feather 
stitching may be artistically introduced. Silks of different weights, 
mercerized cottons and linen flosses are the threads used in embroid- 
ery, according to the kind which is most appropriate for working on the 
desired material. 


For table and ‘bed linen, centre pieces, initials, etc., solid embroid- 
ery is generally used, in fact, this style either alone or in combination 
with lace, bra:d or other embroidery stitches covers the whole treat- 
ment of the design. In most materials the solid part of the design, 
such as the leaves and petals, is well and evenly padded before being 
worked to give them a raised effect, the vine connecting them being 
worked in the stem stitch. ' 


Designs with many small or large circles or ovals may be worked 
solid or as eyelets. The Honiton eyelet embroidery is a new varia- 
tion of the eyelet work in which the open spaces in the centre are 
filled in with fagoting stitch. A design having a variety in size of

petals is more effective if some of the centres of the smaller ones are 
left open. 


For things that are to be often laundered, especially those worked 
in colors, such as table covers, centrepieces and runners, the Wal- 
lachian embroidery will stand the best strain. This kind of embroid- 
ery can be adapted to all sorts of purposes, but is especially*desirable 
when done with heavy silk floss on Bulgarian linen, Russian crash, or 
any of the heavier art materials. 


Shadow embroidery will appeal to those who wish to obtain quick 
results without the detail labor of other kinds of embroidery. The 
design is worked on the wrong side and consequently must be done 
on very thin, sheer material such as Persian lawn, organdie or mull. 
A close fagoting is used, the stems or straight lines in an even back 
stitch on the right side or stem stitch on the wrong side. The centres 
of the flowers may be made as eyelets or French knots. Another 
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quick and attfactive embroidery is done on sheer dotted Swiss. On 
can evolve with ingenuity a number of effective designs by the mean 
of the uniform dots. This is prettiest when worked in colored cotton: 
or silks in connection with the embroidery stitches. 


The embroidery done with braid is very quick of execution ané 
especially good. The ‘braids used are soutache, coronation or rice anc 
rickrack. The centres may be worked in French knots and feathei 
stitching may be introduced to good advantage. This looks ex 
tremely well on a whole costume and is not a tedious or expensive task 


The present fashion of hand embroidery on dresses gives wid: 
range in selection of material, design and method of treatment. There 
may ‘be simply an embroidered vest, collar and cuffs, or the desigr 
may be elaborately introduced on the skirt and waist. For the lingerie 
dress, shirt waist and underwear, lawn, batiste, handkerchief linen: 
with simple designs combined with lace insertions are both exquisit 
and effective, and are easily reproduced. The method used may he# 
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the solid, shadow or outline, filling in with French knots. Many de- 
signs are entirely carried out in fine herringbone stitch, which is es-/ 
pecially beautiful on lingerie underclothes. For the heavier colored 
linens, percales and madras, the design carried out with rather heavy 
mercerized cotton or linen floss in either Wallachian or solid stitch 
is rapidly done and very showy. 


Of the embroidered articles for children there is no end; a book 
might be written of this one branch of the art. A dear little cap made 
of fine handkerchief linen may have the same dainty design repeated 
on the front piece, crown and end of ties. Separate cap ties are madeg 
of this same fine linen beautifully embroidered to. be attached with 
fancy pins to any kind of silk, worsted or cotton caps. Carriage robes 
of white pique or heavy linen may be embroidere/ in satin stitch or§ 
eyelet work with white or in Wallachian in colored silk. Pillow§ 
covers, ‘bibs and different articles of the babies’ and children’s wear- 
ing apparel admit of many and various designs and stitches. 


To ‘be strictly up-to-date one must have a nuntber of hand em- 
broidered collars and fancy neckties to match. This idea has been 
to have a simple design carried out in either white on colored linen 
or the colored linens embroidered in white. Many that are being 
shown now have the Irish crochet medallion inserted, with a scalloped§ 
edge. A jabot having a tiny design in each corner with a scalloped 
edge outlined in real lace is extremely chic. In the centre of each 
scallop a fair size polka dot is worked. 


Nothing appeals to the bride to be or the housekeeper more than 
beautifully embroidered household linens. In this it is possible tof 
combine beauty and utility. Bureau and sideboard covers may be 
edged with most elaborate border designs. The initials for the small 
towels should be about an inch and a half high and placed in the 
middle of one of the ends about the width of the hem above it. For 
the larger towels three-inch letters are used. Damask towels are 
usually scalloped on the ends. On linen sheets and pillow cases a 
three-inch letter above a two and a half-inch hemstitched hem looks 
well. Table cloths and napkins call for special attention. Monograms 
or simple initials are used, as the worker may prefer. They may bef 
placed on the table cloths twelve inches diagonally from the left hand 
corner or in the centre of one.of the ends. The napkins should® 
match, although the monogram or initial should not be more than 
an inch and a half high. 


To obtain the best results in working initials the holding of the 
material firmly in the frames or hoops is most essential. One strand 
of French darning cotton is the best to use for padding the larger 
letters. The stitches should run lengthwise of the letter. The out- 
side stitch should always be at right angles*with the padding, and 
pulled evenly and tightly, passing the needle in and out rather than 
over and over the padding, great care being given to place the point; 
of the needle on the exact outline of the design. 
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
